In the contemplation of 
the outside world, within the brother 
hood called 
"fisherman" 
Happily, 


however, this grouping of Incongru-

of upholding the respectability of de- 
cent fishing from coming to an agree- 


ment concerning certain causes 
or 


congratulation and certain rules or 
conduct."

as decent good luck, or no luck, and 
we make ourselves at all points bet- 
ter men nnd better fishermen. 


We ought not to forgot these things 


as wo enter upon the pleasures of 
our summer fishing.' 
Hut In any ev- 


ent, let us take with us when we go 
out good tackle, good bnlt nnd plenty 
of patience. 
If the wind Is In the 


south or west, so much the better, 
lint let's go wherever the wind may 
be. \t we catch fish we shall add zest 
to our recreation. 
If we catch none, 


we still have the outing and the rec- 
reation—more healthful 
and more 


enjoyable than can be gained In any 
other way."

Farm work during the week was 


seriously Interfered with, by tho fre- 
quent, and In many sections excessive 
rains which rendero.-i the soil much 
too . wet 
to work. 
Severe local 


storms occurred generally over the 
entire state during tho early part of 
the week. and. being accompanied by 
heavy rains, resulted In considerable 
damage by washing. 
especially 
to 


cornfields. 
The 
early part of the 


week was decidedly 
warm, but on 


Thursday a rapid fall of temperature 
occurred, which checked the growth 
of vegetation. 
In some of the north- 


ern counties the temperature approa- 
ched the frost point, but no damage 
from this source Is reported. 
Thus 


far there has been no very serious 
'damage on acount of the continuous 
rains, but sunshine and warm wea- 
ther Is needed for the completion of 
corn and potato planting. 


Winter Wheat and flyo: 
The con- 


ditions during the week have not uecn 
unfavorable to tne growth of these 
crops, which have attained a very 
rank growth. 
In the southern coun- 
ties winter wheat Is heading out rap- 
idly and gives every Indication of a 
satisfactory crop. 
Rye has made a 


rapid growth, the growth of straw 
being unusually heavy. 


Oats. Barley nnd Spring Wheat: 


The continued rains have no» been 
beneficial to tho spring grains, and 
tho 
tendency 
toward 
yellowness, 


showing poor vitality, which was not- 
ed last week, has rather Increased 
during the present week. 
Much of 


the low land has been Hooded from 
time to time since these grains were 
sown, nnd unless there is much sun- 
shine and warm weather within tho 
next two weeks a considerable loss 
•will undoubtedly result. 
On upland, 


these crops are not suffering. 


Corn: 
Practically no advancement 


•was made during tho week toward 
the completion of corn planting. Early 
plantings have germinated fairly well 


an.-; In the southern counties are gen- 
erally ready for cultivation. 
In the 


northern sections about one-halt of 
the crop remains to he planted. 


Potatoes: 
Tho wet condition of 


the soil rendered potato planting Im- 
possible during the week. The early 
plantings are up, but the weeds are 
growing rapidly and warm dry wea- 
ther Is needed for this crop. 


Tobacco: 
Plants continue to make 


fairly good growth, but no transplant- 
ing has been attempted. 
The pre- 


paration of the ground for tobacco 
has been delayed by the rains. 


Grass and Pastures: Grass In mak- 


ing very raplii growth and a large 
hay crop Is practically assured. Clo- 
ver Is unusually heavy. 
Pastures 
are good and feed abundant. 


Krult: 
The cool weather 
with 


strong northeast winds has not been 
favorable to fruit, although no seri- 
ous damage Is reported. 
The straw 


borry crop promises to be largo nnd 
the fruit of good quality, where not 
Injured by the . frost. 
Cranberries 


are reported to be In good condition. 
The present condition of nples, plums 
and cherries Is satisfactory.

quent showers the past week have 
delnye.l the completion of corn plant- 
Ing: early planted corn Is up and Is 
largo enough to cultivate; grass Is 
making rapid growth.—R. F. Roberts.

Commenting upon the general con- 


dition of trade. Statistical Secretary

port tariff, owing to the fall In ex- 
change and the rise In sllv- prices 
since the years 1897; 1898. and IS!)!). 
has left tho incidence 
of taxation 


very much as before. 
But the col- 


lapse In exchange which will call for 
ijlgher. currency prices for a jiew car- 
go, with the uncertainty of Its future 
movements, naturally 
disturbs 
the, 


Import trade: while by ougumcnting 
the amount which the 
government 


has to find to pay its gold obligations 
It has led /to a heavier Internal taxa- 
tion. 
The pessimistic views expres- 


sed in some quarters regarding the 
commercial „solvency of the country 
based upon the demand of tho gov- 
ernment to pay the indemnity In gold, 
are without any 
solid . foundation. 


The foreign trade of China Is trilling 
•when the size and potential .resourc- 
es of the country, are considered, and 
only a very small adjustment between 
Imparts and exports Is necessary to 
cover the late Increase of Indebted- 
ness. 
At the same time, it 'Is dis- 


appointing to note that trade always 
seems to be tho first victim when 
heavier taxation Is 
decided upon. 


What the foreign trade 
of China 


might be Is shown by a comparison 
•with Japan, which has a population 
of less than one-seventh, spends al- 
most exactly as much as China on 
foreign goous. 
But before such ex- 


pansion can be looked for. domestic 
trade must be relieved from the tax- 
ation of goods In transit, local indus- 
tries must lie assisted instead of ham- 
pered by excise and by taxes on raw 
materials, and the enormous resourc- 
es of the country must be developed. 
Meanwhile trade Is slowly growing, 
and will-.continue to grow In spite 
of artificial obstructions.

heavy excise' on machine made pro- 
ducts, are to be deprecated as having 
a tendency to lower the purchasing 
power of-the people 
by preventing

CULABLE. 


Millions Upon Millions Turned Out 


from American Factories Every Yeai 
and Immense Importations Comt 
fr«m Abroad—Various Woods Used. 


There Is one article of manufacture 


that Is used so extensively In the Unit 
ed States that no one has an Idea ol 
the annual quantity consumed, name 
ly. wooden toothpicks. According to 
an expert the number Is simply Incal- 
culable. .Millions upon millions of the 
tiny wooden silvers are turned out 
every year from American factories 
alone, and on top of this, tremendous 
output come importations from Por- 
tugal and Japan and other countries 
nearly as large as the domestic prod 
uct. 


Most of the American toothpicks 


come from Franklin county, In Maine, 
near the forest home of the white 
birch, out of which !)." per cent of thfl 
domestic toothpicks are made. 
This 


wood Is soft and pliable and of admir- 
able resistance for the purpose for 
which It Is used. Whole mills In Maine 
are devoted to supplying the country 
with toothpicks, and In the Industry Is 
to be found some of the finest anil 
most Intricate of .machinery. So tre- 
mendous Is the output of these ma- 
chines that In a brief season, during 
the spring, enough toothpicks can bo 
made to supply the markets of tho 
entire country for the year to come, 


A further Idea 'of the capacity ol 


the machines may be had from tho 
fact that only 100 men are necessary 
to operate and run all the mills In 
Franklin county. Other mills of this 
kind are scattered throughout Penn 
*ylvanla and Massachusetts and west 
rrn New York, but the real home o: 
the toothpick Is Maine. 


White birch Is not the only wooi 


nsct\ for tho domestic toothpick, maplo 
and poplar are employed as well, but 
Dlrch has the property of retaining Its 
forest odor and sweetness. 


The felling of toothpick trees Is only 


Incidental to the regular lumber work 
of (he Maine foresters. 
No especial 


men are sent out to hunt up sultahln 
trees. But whenever the foreman of 
a gang of woodsmeri comes across n 
tree especially adapted to toothpicks 
he orders It felled and laid aside. Tho 
branches of the tree arc then trimmed 
»nd only the trunk Itself Is transported 
to'the mills. There the hark Is skinned 
and the naked trunk Is run through a 
machine which severs In Into veneers 


"Veneers" Is the technical expres- 


lion for thin strips of wood no thicker 
than a piece of blotting paper and no 
wider .than tho length of a toothpick. 
Once the trunk has been cut Into 
these sheets of wood, only one process 
remain* to turn out tho toothpicks 
fit for packing and shipping to market. 


The vcnccrp aro fed Into a second 


machine supplied with sharp, rotary 
knives that whirl at tremendous high 
ipeed. snipping the veneers Into tooth- 
picks at the rate of hundreds of thous-
